The site of Zflneveh is almost per- 


fectly leveL But adjoining too western 
wail ar« two huge monndtt concealing 
the palacea ot the greatest king* of 
Assyria, The lower or southern inound 
If occupied by a moaque and a village 
ot considerable size. Its name Is Kebl 
1'unus, or tho Prophet Jonah, for In 
the mosque is the tomb in which Jonah 
Is said to huvo been burled. The age 
of tbo tomb is uncertain, yet proonbty 
It dates from long after tbo Hebrew 
prophet's time. However, th'o place lh 
now sacred, so sacred, that pilgrims 
visit It from afar. 


1 rode up the steep, narrow streets 


of the village to the mosque, and, to 
the amazement of the natives, 1 dls 
mounted and entered the mosque yard. 
A crowd of excited men quickly sur- 
rounded me. To n priest I explained 
that I had come to seo tbo grave of 
Jonah, and with a motion of the hand 
I made It understood that ho would bu 
rewarded. Removing my slioei I fol- 
lowed the priest through a dark pas- 
sageway. There te pointed to n ivall 
and said thnt tho tomb was jus,t be- 
yond.
